FROM PEACE RIVER. 


Brick Bros. arrived from Peace river on 
Friday with a large lot of fur, which will be 
sold at public competition some time this 
week. They left Peace river on June 17th, 
making a quick trip. The past winter was 
milder than usual in Peace river and thir- 
teen head of cattle belonging to the Messrs. 
Brick wintered without hay or shelter at 
Old Wires lakes, a few miles north of the 
mission. The Messrs. Brick live near but 
not on the mission started by their father. 
The mission is in charge of Rev. Henry 
Robinson. They have started a new farm a 
short distance away where they have about 
twenty-five acres of crop. About six acres 
of the crop on old land looks well, but the 
remainder does not show a very good pros- 
pect, owing to dry weather. The spring 
was early and there has been little or no 
rain since. Most of the grain is only begin- 
ning to come through the ground. This 
will greatly dishearten the natives who 
have begun to farm a little, as they will 
likely not have seed next year. The prairie 
from the mouth of Smoky river to Dunvegan 
was burned over this spring. The fire is 
still at work in the woods in all directions 
destroying vast quantities of timber and no 
doubt destroying a great deal of game, as at 
this season the young animals are coming 
and cannot save themselves from the fire. 
The bears, which are numerous in Peace 
river and which depend chiefly on berries, 
will also be at a loss, as the berries will be 
destroyed by the fires. During the past 
winter rabbits were numerous and fur was 
plentiful. The Indians, therefore, hada 
very pleasant winter. At Slave lake the 
crops are looking better than on Peace 
river, as there has been more rain. The H. 
B. Co.’s herd of cattle on Peace river are 
still affected by disease and several oxen, 
which were bought from the ranch to work 
on the Slave lake portage, have died. The 
disease seems to be confined however to the 
breed in which it was first noticed, namely, 
the Polled Angus. The Messrs. Brick met 
H. H. Lawrence and son at the Landing on 
their way to Peace river and loaned their 
boat to him for the transport of his mill 
machinery to the head of Lesser Slave lake 
on its way to Vermillion.

| The local buisness situation seems to be 
slowly improving. Bank clearings at Win- 
nipeg continue to show a good increase over 
the corresponding time last year. The con- 
tinued favorable crop outlook inspires confi- 
dence. The raw far trade was very active 
this week. A very hopeful feature of the 
general business situation is the increase in 
railway earnings. Recent weekly reports of 
the C. P. R. show a very favorable increase 

in earnings. Regarding the situation in the 

United States, Bradstreet’s report, published 

at New York to-day, reports lower prices 

for cotton, coal, wheat, flour, corn, oats, 

pork and lard. Canadian bank clearings in- 

creased 30 per cent. this week over the cor- 

responding week a year ago,and 22 per cent. 

over corresponding weeks for 1893 and 

1804.” 

Winnipeg Commercial, B. C. report, Van- 
couver, June 18: The market is glutted 
with avery poor lot of dairy butter from 
Manitoba, and butter shippers should heed 
the following remarks from a dairy produce 
jobber : “The butter makers and shippers of 
Manitoba should be warned against sending 
dairy butter to British Columbia; there is 
no money in it for the shippers or the jobber 
and most of what is sent is unsaleable any- 
way. Some of it is little better than cart 
grease. ‘(ood creamery butter can be sold 
here regularly at any time of the year at 
paying prices, but the shippers vse no care 
in shipping, and at certain seasons of the 
year the carefully shipped and selected 
butter from the Sound almost entirely dis- 
places the Manitoba article. It is sometimes 
very difficult to give accurate quotations on 
butter on account of the quantities of stuff 
coming in here from Manitoba. As will be 
noticed there isa line of Manitoba dairy now 
selling here at three cents a pound, which 
must be a serious loss to the blundering 
shipper. And Manitoba creamery is selling 
at as low as 12 cents. There are choice 
shipments being sold at lic now and going 
off rapidly, but if this was quoted it would 
mislead those who are shipping the inferior 
article, and they must be discouraged in 
every legitimate way from doing so. If the 
producers of Manitoba could be only edu- 
cated in the butter shipping business, they 
would have the British Columbia market all 
the year around, for all things being equal 
British Columbia jobbers, like loyal Canadi- 
ans, would look to Winnipeg exclusively fer 
dairy products. For months at a time, up 
to quite recently, butter from the experi- 
mental farm at Ottawa was selling here at 
26 cents a pound, and the cause of the great 
disparity between the Ottawa article and 
that sent from Winnipeg as far as cost fs con- 
cerned was simply because the Ottawa but- 
ter was a far better quality. All lines of 
trade are active in the province and there 
are signs of a general revival. There are 
numerous public works going on and the 
canneries are all preparing for the season.

that Mr. Shaw ought to be at his place as it 
was liable to be burned. Mrs. Shaw asked 
him if there were avy prairies fires around.

This conversation took 
place on the 9th of May. Hill and Mrs. 
Laliue were there. Robinson wore rather 
big boots with felt socks in them. In going 
Out to Shaw's place we passed Mr. Knowles 
place at Rabbit hill, which is about nine 
miles from Shaw's place. Met two teams 
on the road near Knowles’ place about dark. 
Met them about half en hour apart. We 
met the second teain before we saw the glare 


of the fire. Did not hurry when we saw 
the glare as we did not know it was Shaw’s 
place, until we got within half a mile. 


Hessacoin’s place is half a mile from Shaw’s 
and can’t be seen from it. When Delong 
came te Shaw's place the morning of the fire 
he said, if you go to the top of the hill you 
might strike a wagon track. 1 think the 
wagon track went to Mr. Elliott’s. Only 
saw boot prints where the ground was soft. 
Did not see a whole boot track anywhere. 
The sole of the boot was short and broad. 

R. P. Pettipiece, publisher of the South 
Edmonton News, had received two letters 
in the spring, which he thought referred to 
Mr. Shaw but there were no threats. No 
names were mentioned. One was signed 
Robinson. Barned both letters. 

Thomas Allen, South Edmonton. Knew 
the defendants and had heard them speak of 
Shaw’s place as not having enough improve- 
ments on it to hold it. Had heard that Rob- 
inson had applied to cancel the place. Mrs. 
Angnes Robinson, mother of the defendant, 
came up fromg)ntario with me this spring 
and is still with me. Before I went east 
there was talk between Robinson and me 
about geting a place for his mother. 
Robinson never told me he had applied t» 
cancel the place for his mother. 

Corporal Butier, had followed the wagon 
track mentioned by previous witnesses. 
The wagon was going east. The horses had 
no shoes on. Measured one of the boot 
tracke—the left foot—It was twelve inches 
long by five inches on the broadest part of 
the sole. The heel two and three quarters 
inches by three inches. Found two sets of 
foot tracks, which came together about fifty 
yards east of the bridge.
